; made known, mult either by their tilence be acceſſary to the miſgui- 
ding of their people, or by confuting them, make their Pulpits pla- 
ecs of ttrife and contenitiongto the great diſturbance of piety peace,

But it ſeems {trange to us, that M.Zr:on thould thinke himſelf 
bound to preachhis particular opinton 1a every Congregation:And 
that all truths (s he cals them) arc to be preached at all times, inall 
placcs. Is it not futticient to preach his private judgement to his 
own gathered Church, but he wuſt think himſelt bound. in conſci- 
ence tv come to infea(for ſo we judge it)all Congregations where- 
ſoevcr he comes ?

for he cannot but Know that this is very unlikely, 1t not impoſſible

Anſw. If he ſaith, That theſe things are not in his notes, or that 
he intended not to preach thus, we will believe him. But if M. Bur- 
ron ſaith direAly, He 3d not preach ibis, We conceive it a very un- 
fafec thing for a man to aftirm a Negative, when three or four will 
witneſſe the Affirmative. One that heard him at that time, tells, 
that when he taid , Make me nor, he added preſently, I [corn 
miftakes, And the party perccivcd he began a little to be angry. And 
| a man 1n a paſſion may ſay that which was not in his Notes. But if 
he thinks this barſh dealive, let him but review his Narrative, and 
conſider how he deals with M. Calamy, bclicving and publiſhing 
toall the world what he colleRed out of bis Sermon, but from one 
man, who is one, as we hear, of his own Congregation; whereas 
we bave witneſſ-, more then one, for what we ſay.

But it is anfwered, That if indeed no other had ever preached 
to the ſame eſte, or if he had named M. Barron by:namse, or if he 
had fajd it had bin preached in that pulpit thegday before, -orit it 
had bin preached in another Church before other peoplc, then in- 
docd there might be ſome gronnd and reaſon for this accuſation. 

But ſeeing that others have preached the like, and M, Burton was 
net named, and that it was about a fermon preached in his own 
(arch, before ſome of his v6wn people, of whoſe faithfulnelc he 
*had'no reafon to doubt : Ani ſecing it wasonely ſpoken ina gene» 
rail way; M. ZBurtons applying of ir to himſclf, doth give us jult 
cauſe to thinke that he was guilty ef it. 

Fifthly, It is taken for granted,that the Church-wardens ſaid un- 
to M. Burton, That they were ſorry for what they had done, if they had 
done amiſſe, But they lay that they did-not fay, that they were 
ſorry for the thing they had done, butonly for ſome circumſtances 
about the manner of doing of if, And-they doe now further tell 
him, that upon diligent ſearch made, -they cannot finde opt by 
whoſe authority and allowance he firſt came to preach his Cate» 
chiſticall leAure amongſt them, M.'( alamy faith, That none e- 
ver ſpake to him, "to defire his conſent. Andour former Church- 
. wardens deny, that ever they gave their approbation. And there- 
fere they ſuppoſe, he hath no ſuch cauſe totake it il, if they pon juſt 
grounds forbid him to doe that which he uever had warrant, nor autho= 
rity from them to ave at all, 

Sixthly, And eſpecially M. Burton takes it asa thing ſuppoſed, 
that his ſermon preached Sepr.23. 1645. was the canſe, and the 
onely canſe why he was defired to forbear preaehing at Alderman- 
bury, Whereas this ſermon was rather an occaſron then a canſe ; 
And if a cauſe, yet not the oxe/y nor abiefcauſe, The Reader muſt 
know, that M. Burto# hath often and often preached his own pri- 
vate opinion of Izdepexdency, inh's LeRure at elderman bury, to 
the great offence and ſcandall of ſome cf us, that have hereupon 
reſolved never to heare him more, becauſe we heard fuch things, 
which as we thought, were contrary to truth. And therefore 
M. Burtonneed not wonder what ſpirit haunted thoſe wals and thre 
ſrelds, that ſo few people came to heare kim in that place, Surcly it was 
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the firit of errour that haunted them, and drove them away. For 
ſomctimes ( as we arc inforined by thoſe of our own Congregati® 
on that heard him) he would urge a xeceſſity of entring into 4 
{hurch-Way, and that there is no expettation of ſalvation Without it, 
And that it was 4s neceſſary to be joyneain Churchefellowſhip, as With 
Chriſt the head. Aoother time, 7 hat 4 member that Walks out of 
Church- fellowſhip 4 unwſeſull to it ſelf, as if a foot and a leg be out of 
joynt, it is unufcfol'sfor any that walks ingly and alone, without 
being in Coinmunion 2nd ina © hurch- way, He « ont of the body of 
Chriſd. and (o 14 wnuſeſnil 0 bamſelf ana others, Again, 7 ou complain 
you grow not in grace: but joys in a C burch. Way, here 6 growth 
wn race, A member out of big proper place growes wot, Ano- 
ther tims, That none ought ro be admired to the Swupper of the 
Lord, but ſuch 4s Were erfred into a Church-way, and had cot enant« 
eaina Congregationall-Way, And that none could receive the Sacra- 
ment aright hat had not firſt taken the { burch covenant, And that to 
joyn in a (burch way, 1s more theuto be a Proteſtant at large, becauſe 
they eught to Watch over one another, and thoſe that refuſed to joyn, Were 
as Cain, that «te ready to ſay, Am 1 my brothers keeper ? They 
that wrote his Sermoas do alfo tell us, That he made [ſandry Sermons © 
zo preſſe the neceſſi:y of gathering C burches, and covenanting together. 
They t-11 us likewiſe that he fhewed how dangerous it Was for men to 
ſet up Churches Provmcial, Natianall, or Parochs4ll, This Was Aw. 
tichriſtian and Babylom/h, ſet up by the Pope, that allin a Pariſh might 
come. ro 71afſe, Another time he ſpake againit paying of Tithes, as 
Popiſh, cc. Such things as theſe he ofcen and- often, as occaſion 
ſ-reed, did not ſpare to preach and urge with great vehemency: 
Inſomuch as many cf us, and others of the City did refort to M, Ca» 
lemy, and told him that they wondered how he could with a ſafe 
concicnce ſuffer ſuch things to be preached, which they knew tobe - 
{o contrary to his judgement, Upenthis M.,Calemy at one time got 
areverci:d in fier of M.Buyzors acquanmtanceto g0 to him,and to 
deal miidly wen him about theſe things, and to repreſent the ſcan» 
531l of the people. But ail the ar fer, as he remembers, returned 
was, that M. Bron thox Ts kim/elf ingaged to preach the kiugaonm-of 
Chriſt, \' pon another tune M, Calamy did kkewitc {peak to one 
of his brethren of that way about it, andall the anfwer to his ut- 
moſt remembrance that he had, wis this, M.alamy, yow know the 
m4, and'of What nature he #5, 32 14 in yan to Speak, to him, he Will doe: 
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What he lift : «And it may be ke preacheth thus to ſee Whether you will 
caFt him owt,or no, At another t1me M,Calamy file with enother 
of the brethren of that way; and his advice was, 7s oct a meetins of 
AM.Burton, andthe reſt of hu treihren, and they Woy'd /ce if they 
comld perſwade him to deſiſt from preaching his Church way in Aldey- 
wmanbury. But notwithſtanding all this, M, Barter continu in kis 
Leurc, upon all occafions promoting his Cungregational- 
Way, till at laſt, upon occaſion of his Sermon, Septemb. 23. 1645, 
The Church-wardens ſent to him the day before he was to prezc:, 
to forbcar preaching any more at Aldermanbury, And this th:y did 
without acquainting M, Ca/amy- with it, whatſocver M. Burton 
thinks to the contrary, Of which, as ſoon 28 M, Calamy heard, he. 
ſcat for the Church- wardens, and obtained of thein upon the Twe/< 
day morning ( which was the next day after ) to go to M,B artoy, 
and to declare the whole truth to him, how it tto0d, That M. Cala- 
wy was a ſtranger to the buſinefle: That upon M.Calamies intreaty 
they came to him, aſſuring of him that if he would be pleaſed to 
forbear the points in diff:rence, and to preach Few Chrijt, and him 
crucified, the doArines of faich, repentance, ec. they would wil- 
lingly and cheerfully ſuff r him to preach. But he anſwered, as it 
is ſet down in the Narrative, That he Was wot to be reſtra'ned. fron, 
preaching any truth of God.” Now let all indift-reat Readers j2dee, 
whethcr M.Zzrton by bis former praRices, and his laſt anſwer doch 
not Willingly and Wilfully ſont bimſelf ont of the (hurch doors of eAlder=

For though he ſuppoſceh his Congregationall- way to be the 
auth of God, yct it is never the more the 2r#t9 of God, becauſe he 
ſuppoleth it. And if he thirke it his duty to preach thoſe truths 
which we thinke crrours} in Al/dermanbury $ The [ame conſticrce- 
0 obligeth him to preach thoſe truths, Yrill oflige MCalamy, wi 
thinks them errours, 10 preach againſt them.

told ſome ct us, that M, Barton would not be muzled up) he ſadly 
weighcd all things that might happea hereupon. | 

On the one fiae be Confidered, that in this uncharitable age, even 
good pzopls would be ready to cenfure him very deeply ( though 
never fo innocent ), and charge him as the chick, if not the ſole an- 
thour of what was done, and that the times were too too full of di- 


viſions 
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viſions already, and that there whs.lit:le need of new rents and 
ſchiſmes. - And therefore he concluded with himfſclte ro doe all 
that he could with a faite confcicrce for M, Barters rt -2 1» 
miſlion, 

On the other ſide, he conſidered, That this was done without his 
privity or knowledge, ,and that the hand of God was in it, and 
that if now be ſhould be inftrumeneall for bis re-admiflion with- 
out a promiſe, or at leaſt a fair overture upon goad ground ( tor he 
did not expc& a formall promiſe ) That M., Burro» would preach 
only ſuch things wherein they did both agree, he ſhould for the 
time to come be accefſary to all the miſchicts that might happen, if 
any of his people ſhould either be led away, or if not quite 1:4 a- 
way, yet puzled andeninared by what M, Burton ſhould preach, 
And this bis {cruple was the more cncreaſed, becauſe M, Z wr tou 
had already taken one of his Congregation 1in'o bis Church, with- 
ont ever acquainting him with it ( which is ſurely a great 10 ary 
to M. Calamy, and fo great,asthat we have good cauſ: to beleeve, 
that few of his brethren would haye-done che like.)

edneſday after this Treſday, M. Francs Shate comming to viti 
M. Calamy, who was fick, M.Calamy communicated the whole 
buſinefle to him, and Je<fired him to relate it to the Coimirtee, 
that they might have a right anderſtanding of it, and to end-avcur 
that the Committee might uſe their intereſt in M. Burt to pree 
vail with him to forbear the points in diff rence, that ſo he mighe 
tere-admitted, How farre M. Francu Shute did manifeſt his d;G 
like of M.Burtons medling with his Congregationall way in his 
preaching at Aldermanbury, we will not relate, But 25 M, Calamy 
conceives,upon M.Sharerapplying hinſelt to the Commitce, pro» 
ceded the conference ſyoken of in the Narrative. . For M. Shure 
- came afterwards and toli bim rat MoBartcn won't coine to him. 
Bat he replicd, That as {o0n zs he was well hs woull gu to MB ure 
ton. Bub MB nrton prevented um, 
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Little did M.{ alamy think that ſuch a private conference ſhould 
have been mace PUDILKE, 41d crycd 2) and do Wn the City, and 
therefore he had no witaeſl: on bis (tae co atteſt what he ſaid, But 
ſccing 1t 15 the wil of God to have 1t fo, and to ſuffer the fire of con» 
tention to kindle more and more, let the pious and peaccable Read- 
er read over ths conference, ard then tcll us. 

1. Whether molt of the conference be not already anſwered ; 
Whether it doth not miſ-reprelent the whole bultnefſe, and take 
the ſix things betut e named for granted, which we have abundantly 

prored to be far other wil, | 

2. Whether inthts co r1terence M. Burton doth not diſcover an 
Epi/copall ſpirit, rat. cr then M.Calamy. Indeed M. ( 4lamy did not 
erumerate th? particular things, tor wbich we took oftence at ſotne 
of M. Burton Sermons: but the reaſon was, becauſe he was deſy- 
rous to accommodate and reconcile differences, and not to increaſe 
their. And this was the reaſon likewiſe, why his Clerk was not 
{:ac for, becauſe, 38 M-Francts Shue then ſaid, it would but increaſe 
the conteſt between M, 8rtox and him, and make the breach 
Widcr. 

Adde further, That M.Calamy thinks that M, Zarroy hath mif- 
placed many of his Queſtions, putting one before another, to the 
great prejudice of the conference, and interlaced many things, 
which (as he remembers) M.Zwrton did not fay at the conference, 
and hat! 1:ft out many things t=at M, Ca/amy did fay, 

Oaec thing, M. Ca/amy chargeth him withall, of which we will 
Eivethe Reader a tuller aceount, M, Calamy had preached many 
Sermors out of Jſarth,y.6. concerning brotherly reproof, and the 
duty of Watching over one another, and had ſhewed that this duty 
did bclong to a Chriſtian, as a Chriltian ; not only as he was a nrwe= 
ber of a{ harch; and had likewuite ſhewed how farre they that were 
inembers of the ſame Church, were to Watch over one another. 
Hereupon he came to juſtifie an cquell and prudent divifion and 
bounding of Congregations by Parithes, that ſo by their ncer living 
together, they u:ight the better watch over one another, And 
then he came to anſwer that Queltion, #bhether the living in the ſame 
Pariſh did make a man a member of that Church to Wkich hs houſe be= 
longs? It would be too long to repeat what was anſwered. But 
thenext Tueſday M.B#rton preached dircAly againſt bounding of 
Congregations by Pariſhes, ſaying,it was Popiſo and Antichriftian,

is, Jtis poſſible] might caſually dve ſo, yet without reference to You, 
Whether this anſwer be fatisfaRory, let the Reader judge, We are 
fare that if it be ſufficient, it will quit M. Ca/amy of moſt of the 
accuſations that are brought againſt him-in the Narrative. 

As for that concerning M, Lockier, we ſpake ſince with the Pa- 
Pour of the place where he LeRurcs, and he aſſures us, that it is 
true that M. Lockier hath ingaged himſelf by promiſe, not to m2d- 
dle with the point in difference between the Independents and 
Presbyter1ans, 

And for M. Francis Shute, becauſe we love and honour him, we 
will forbear to write what we know, M. Calamy rememvers not 
that M. Hartfordihould ſay. The Committee thought very hard 
that theſe things ſhould be ſo carried, before M, Calamy had firit 
fpoken with M, Bron, The Comnittee ſurely are wiſzr, then 
to condemne a man before he be heard; We believe the Commir- 
tce will not own thisſpeech, much li: thanke him for 1:.- 

Whercas in the later end of the cort:rence M. Bartonlaith, that 
he was ſent home, without any hope of baving the doors unlocked, We 
leaving him without hope of our keeping any truth cloſe priſoner, 1t 
theſe words were well weighed, thcy would give a key to the 
Reader to unlock the whole buſinefle, M, Barton iclolveth,wherce 
foever he preacheth, to let all truths out of prifon, and whoſoever 
will open the doors of their Church to him, mult open th.ir 
doors to all bis Independent opinions alfo.
